TOWN MEETING GIVES 
T.M. GOOD REASONS 
FOR HIGHER TAXES 


Wilmington’s second session of the Annual Town Meeting went 
right through to a finish, last Saturday, after a late start. With- 
out ever losing a quorum, in spite of voters going out to smoke, 
the Town Meeting completed its business in six hours. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris will probably be hiring two new 
policemen, to augment the Wilmington Police Department, as a 
result of the earliest vote, which appropriated $8000 additional 
for the Police. Morris told the Town Meeting that he would be 
short 561 man hours a year, as a result of the new work sche- 
dule of six days on and two off. Bernard Nally, president of the 
Police Association told the Town Meeting “we hope we don't 


need it’’. 


For the first time in years there 
was no appropriation for the DAV 
Clubhouse, on Grove Avenue 
Both the Legion and the VFW had 
a vote of $750 for clubhouse rent 

Town Manager Sterling Morris 
received a blow directed by about 
dozen voters, when the Town 
Meeting refused to vote for an 
industrial commission and a 
separate financing authority 

Roger Jewett, Director of the 
State Bureau of Commerce and 
Industrial Development told the 
Town Meeting that the power of 
the commission would be advisory 
to the Board of Selectmen. Bonds 
would be sold to help develop new 
buildings for industrial firms. the 
meeting was told. and those bonds 
would not reflect the credit of the 
town. but would be;

The Finance 
Committee approved, and Select- 
man Boylen was among those who 
spoke in favor

led by Mrs. Jean Pederson of 
Federal Street and Mrs, Madelyn

Mrs. Barbara Hooper of the 
School Committee spoke against 
the proposal. as did Danny Gillis 
who said that he was not in oppo- 
sition but did not feel that the 
Town needed the incentive 

Chairman Richard Barry of the 
Finance Committee told the Town 
Meeting that there was ample con- 
trol. and that the Selectmen would 
have ample power. He was 
followed by Carl Backman, Chair- 
man of the Board of Selectmen, 
who agreed with Barry 


Former Selectman James Miceli 
spoke against the article, as did 
Arthur Miner of 16 Marjorie 
Road who said that the town should 
build schools and forget about 
industry

The Planning Board took a de- 
feat from the voters, on their 
Proposal to redistrict bringing

Likewise a proposal to amend 
the definitions of High Density 
Zoning was defeated, by Atty 
Roland Wood and Mrs. McKie 
But a proposal to make the mini- 
mum frontage for a business lot 
equal 100 feet passed 127 to 35 

PUD Goes Thud 

The long. comples proposal for 
rezoning. prepared by the Plan- 
ning Board during the past few 
years. and known familiarly as 
PUD )Planned Unit Development) 


was decisively rejected by the 
Town. It was marked by a Mino- 
rity Report from Bob Leahy, and 
a fifteen minute explanation by 
Zane Bower of the Planning 
Board, during which many voters 
went out for a smoke. The final 
vote was 24 in favor. 187 against 
Two of the highlights of the dis- 
cussion were by Stanley Webber 
and Selectman Caira. Webber 
pointed out that the definition of 
a family in the proposed by-law 
was at fault, and that the Charles 
Manson family of California could 
be said to be conforming to the 
by-law. Caira said that the Plan- 
ning Board was just confusing the 
issue. that the people had asked 
for Limited Garden Apartment 
and had walted “and ifthe Pla
